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SENATE PROBE IS DELAYED 



Investigation of Railway Situation 
Postponed by Committee of Upper 
Branch of Congress Un- 
til August. 

Chicago, July 4. — Sixteen railroad 
labor organizations locked horns here 
over the proposition or accepting or 
rejecting the wage cut of the United 
States railroad labor board, which 
went Into effect Friday. . 
- The session of the executives of the 
organizations that Is being held to 
formulate a concerted form ol action 
came to a temporary standstill when 
It was understood the purpose of the 
executive board was to accept the 
decision of the government. labor board J 
In full. Fifteen hundred delegntes 
met In various halls and hotels. 

Ninety-five per cent of the members 
of the International Brotherhood of 
Firemen and Oilers have voted against 
accepting the wage cut ordered by the 
labor board. Thnonthy Healy, Inter- 
national president, made the announce- 
ment as the 1,500 union leaders met. 

The maintenance of way men nnd 
the shop crafts, which have also taken 
a .vote on the wage reduction question, 
will not announce the result until after 
the conference here. 

One thousand general chairmen of 
the four big brotherhoods went Into 
session with leaders talking of an "in- 
formal acceptance" of the cut. \V. F. 
Krlder of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen and Englnemen said such 
a resolution probubly would be 
adopted. 

The executives of all the unions In- 
volved met to plan the procedure to 
be followed In the group meetings. At 
the close of the conference M. J. Mon- 
lou, president of the telegraphers, said 
the organization had taken no vote, 
and the question of acceptance or re- 
jection of the board's order is up to 
the general chairmen, who are In 
Chicago. 

At Bloomlngton, 111., Chicago & Al- 
ton train dispatchers rejected the pro- 
posed new schedule of working condi- 
tions submitted by the company, as it 
canceled all vacations and other priv- 
ileges. An appeal was taken to the 
labor board. 

Washington, July 4.— Senate Inves- 
tigation of the railway situation was 
suspended here by Chairman Cum- 
mins of the Interstate commerce com- 
mittee until the middle or latter part 
of August. This was taken to mean 
that there would be no railway relief 
legislation at the present extra ses- 
sion of congress. 

Chairman Cummins said suspension 
of the Inquiry was deemed advisable 
In view of the Inclination of the sen- 
ate to take a summer recess. Some 
senators were of the opinion that the 
Investigation might not be resumed 
before enrly in September. 

The investigation to date has de- 
veloped the views of the railway ex- 
ecutives nnd security owners, though 
the hitter have not completed the pre- 
sentation of their case. Itepresentu- 
tlves of labor and shippers are yet to 
be heard. The original plan contem- 
plated a committee report, and pos- 
sibly the proposal of legislation for 
• consideration at the present session of 
congress.

President Harding Discusses Refund- 
ing Problem With Mellon and 
Hoover. 

Washington, July Z— The railroad 
situation Was discussed at another 
White House conference between Pres- 
ident Harding and Secretaries Mellon 
and Hoover. It wns understood thnt 
the problem of refunding obligations 
■owed to the roads by the government 
as a result of govermentnl operation 
was given particular attention, but It 
was said afterward that no concrete 
developments came out of the discus- 
sions. 



Detroit, Mich., June 30.— Fifty dele- 
gates to the convention of the Disabled 
American Veterans of the World war 
Invaded the Socialist national conven- 
tion and warned the Socialists thirt 
the veterans are ready to light again 
to defend the flag against sedition, 
disloyalty and treason.

"I hope these reports do not repre- 
sent the sentiment of your conven- 
tion," Horr said, "hut If they do rep- 
resent the Ideas of any among you 
we have come to tell you here that It 
Is our Intention to deal with these 
people. We have had occasion In Se- 
attle to use machine guns to stamp 
out dlsloyulty, sedition nnd treason, 
and those guns can be used again." 

Cameron King, Socialist delegate 
from California, replied in behalf of 
the Socialists. 

"Wo appreciate the sacrifices the 
disabled veterans of the World wnr 
have made," he said; "we understand 
the Impulses thnt drove you to that 
sacrifice.

President Flays Extravagance, Declar- 
ing That Public Debt Is Menace— 
Dawes and Other High Gov- 
ernment Officials Present. 

Washington, July 1. — President 
Harding pledged his administration to 
a new era o'f economy and efficiency In 
opening a first budget conference of 
cubluet and other high officers of the 
government, lie told his auditors 
there was no menace In the world to- 
day like the tendency of extravagant 
public expenditures. 

President Harding was accompanied 
to the budget conference by Attorney 
General Daugherty and George B. 
Christian, the executive's secretary. 
Vice President Coolldge arrived a few 
minutes before the President. 

The President presided. Charles G. 
Dawes, the new budget director, out- 
lined the policies of his office and said 
It wns the purpose of the new govern- 
ment agency "to give the President nn 
opportunity to become. In fact as he 
has been In theory, the head of the 
business administration of the United 
States government." 

Mr. Harding addressed the several 
hundred bureau heads as "fellow work- 
ers" and outlined in a short address 
the purposes he hoped would he at- 
tained through the budget system. 

"I do not know," said the President, 
"that there has ever been a meeting 
like this In the history of the govern- 
ment of the United States. I am very 
glad to come before you and stand 
sponsor for this meeting. The pres- 
ent administration of the federal gov- 
ernment Is committed to a period of 
economy nnd efficiency in government. 
This statement is not made with any 
thought of criticizing what has gone 
before. It Is made in n new realiza- 
tion of the necessity of driving at the 
loose, unscientific expenditures of 
government. 

"There is not a menace In the world 
today like the growing public expendi- 
tures. There has seemingly grown up 
u conviction that public treasuries are 
Inexhaustible. We want to reverse 
this. Congress has provided for a bu- 
reau of the budget, and It has been 
my privilege nnd my responsibility to 
choose the director of the budget 
bureau. 

"After a conference with him It wns 
decided that the way to begin wns to 
look to those who are In fact respon- 
sible for government economy and ef- 
ficiency. Sometimes we overlook those 
who really do things in the world. In 
the public service there are tens of 
thousands of persons who nre giving 
their best efforts of whom the public 
never knows. 

"And so today with the bends of the 
various departments of the govern- 
ment I have asked you to assemble to 
present to you the new director of the 
budget und to say to you that every 
resolution, every commitment of the 
administration Is to Join with you nnd 
to have you join with us in inaugurat- 
ing a new era of efficiency and econ- 
omy ln the United States."

Declares Yanks Saved the Liberty of 
ihe World— Their Prodigious Ef- 
fort Astounded and Foiled 
, the Common Enemy. 



f\ Paris, July ti.— Murtfhnl Ferdinand 
Foch of Franco'; commander In chief 
of the allied armies, sent a message to 
the American nation on the anniver- 
sary of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. 

Marshal Foch's message reads, In 
part: 

"In celebrating America's Independ- 
ence day in union with the United 
States, France does not only commem- 
orate the heroic days when Lafayette, 
With the best of her sons, brought help 
to the noble cause of the liberty and 
Independence of the United States, but 
she commemorates also the days 
more recent and not less heroic, when 
the American nation stood up fully 
bent upon the defense of another great 
and noble cause— the liberty of the 
world, which wns in danger. 

"France, In fact, can never forget 
what America dlchto help In the great 
and complete triumph of right over 
brutal strength. 

"What wns the American share In 
the strife for victory? Two sets of 
figures will g.'ve its measure. In April, 
P.117, when tne United States declared 
wnr upon Gerranuy, the American 
army had 9,500 officers and 350,000 
men. Eighteen months later, nt the 
time of the armistice, she had more 
than 180,000 officers and 3,500,000 
men. 

"A prodigious effort of nn entire na- 
tion before which the enemy remained 
nstounded and which foiled all his 
plans. 

"Germany Intended to settle the 
fate of the entente before the Amer- 
icans were able to come Into line. Act- 
ing strongly and quickly, America 
ruined the plans of our -.adversary. 
She acted strongly nnd quickly, In- 
deed. 

"On March 28, 1918, at the supreme 
moment of the German drive against 
the Franco-British front, by nn net 
already consecrated In history, Gen- 
eral Pershing spontaneously offered to 
the commander in, chief of the allied 
forces the direct co-operation of the 
American; divisions already trained. 

"On April 24, the first American di- 
vision came Into Hue before Mont- 
dldler and one month later distin- 
guished Itself by capturing In a bril- 
liant assault the village of Onntlgny. 

"At the end of May two divisions 
were In the battle of Plcardy, and 
three others ln the Vosges, where they 
•eplaced the French. 

"In June, two more divisions took 
part In the battle of the Mnrne nt 
Chateau-Thierry, and at Belleau 
Wood, where In hard and lieorlc fight- 
ing they took nn Important part in 
(.he checking of the enemy. 

"July 18 five divisions participated 
In the victorious offensive of the 
Sixth and Tenth French armies be- 
tween the Alsne and contributed 
largely to the successes. 

"On July 24, the first American 
nrmy was created under the command 
of general Pershing. Its first orders 
were to clenr the Paris-Nancy railroad 
line In the region of St. Mlhlel and 
on September 12, attacking on a front 
of 22 kilometers, It captured the 'St. 
Mlhlel sector, and 200 guns and 15.000 
prisoners remained Jn Its possession. 

"Notwithstanding ,f.he stubborn re- 
sistance of the enemy, despite the nu- 
merous obstacles opposed to Its prog- 
ress by the difficulties of- the Argoime 
region, It vlctorlously.drove the enemy 
back. 

"Novembers, In a magnificent nt- 
tack, the American army reached 
Uuzancy. On the 4th, It wns close to 
Beaumont, and the 7th It occupied the 
whole line of the Mouse from Mouzon 
to Bttzeiii. 

"In the long war that the free na- 
tions had to fight against the oppres- 
sors of the right, the direct participa- 
tion of America lasted only n short 
period, but to the American nation' Is 
due the glory of having thrown her- 
self wholly Into the struggle nt the de- 
cisive moment and, In order to Insure 
victory, to have made In every branch 
of the national activity an unparal- 
leled effort. 

"She has generously given her 
blood to the common cause; 75,000 of 
her children, dead on the soil of 
France, testify, to this in nn undying 
way. 

"Glory to these dead I Glory to the 
Amerlcun army I' Glory to the Amer- 
ican people!"

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Who Was the First Killed in Action? 




WASHINGTON.— Who wns the 
. first soldier of the American 
army killed In action in the World 
vnr? When President Harding par-' 
tlclpated'ln the "ceremonies over the 
bodies of more than 5,000 American 
•soldiers at Hobolien he placed a 
"wreath on the coflln of Private Joseph 
"W. Guyon, a member of the Thirty- 
second division, with the statement 
that he was the first American soldier 
"who perished on enemy territory" In 
the World war. The- War 'department 
i'urnlshes the available historical data 
on the subject as follows : 

"The first American soldiers killed 
In battle (November 3, 1017), were 
Corp. James B. Gresham (from Ev- 
ansvllle, Ind.), Private Thomns P. En- 
rlght (from Pittsburgh, Pa.) and Pri- 
vate Merle D. Hay (from GJldden, 
la.), all of Company F, Sixteenth In- 
fantry, First division. 



' These men were killed in an effort 
of the Germans to ascertain the Iden- 
tity of the American troops facing 
their lines. They put down a box bar- 
rage' completely surrounding men of 
Compnny F of the Sixteenth infantry 
and captured a number of them, In 
addition to killing the soldiers named 
In the Wrir department statement. 

The following extract from the in- 
scription on the monument erected at 
Bathlemont, Lorraine, by the -people 
of the department of Meurthe^et-Mo- 
Belle over the graves of the three 
American soldiers who first lost their 
lives In battle was furnished by Maj. 
Gen. C. P. Summernll: 

"Here, In Lorraine .earth, rest the 
three first American soldiers who 
were killed In view of the enemy on 
the 3rd of November, 1017. Corporal 
James B. Gresham (from Evansvllle), 
Private Thomas F. Enrlght (from 
Pittsburgh), * Private Merle D. Hay 
(from Glldden), all of, F compnny, 
Sixteenth Infantry regiment, First 
division. ( 

"As worthy sons of their great and 
noble nation, they have fought for 
Justice, Liberty and , Civilization 
against the German Imperialism, 
scourge of mankind.

Now the Public Is to Have a Lobby 



ANEW organization that Is to 
help congress servo the Interests 
of the general public has been formed. 
It is called Die People's Legislative 
Service,' anil Its national council Is 
composed of 70 senators, representa- 
tives, Judges, editors and others. 

The organization will attempt to 
give the general public— also designat- 
ed as the ordinary citizen nnd the ul- 
timate consumer — the same • advan- 
tages before congress that business, 
labor, farmers and other groups have. 
These groups are organized and have 
lobbies to present their arguments 
forcefully before congressional com- 
mittees. Almost uny . . Information 
needed by them can be obtained In- 
stantly from their headquarters. 

The new group of men nnd women 
that aim to serve the people's Inter- 
ests claim that they are not starting 
a lorby. The Institution is somewhat 
like a lobby in that it Is a source of 
Information for congress. But unlike 
a lobby It represents no limited part 
of the population, but the public as a 
■whole. It is for the benefit of any con- 
gressman who wants Information on 
the public's side and It is maintained 
by subscriptions of members. 
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The national council- of the people's 
legislative service Is made up of men 
and women In all parts of the country 
who are Interested In the public wel- 
fare, as well as In that of some par- 
ticular group. Thus, there are In the 
council the president of the Brother- 
hood of Boilermakers and Iron Ship 
Builders, the president of the Farm- 
ers* National council, the genernl sec- 
retary of the Natlonnl Consumers' 
league, the president of the Alabama 
State Federation of Labor, the presi- 
dent of the Order of Railway Teleg- 
raphers, and many others representing 
Important groups. These people are 
not In the council prlmnrlly ns labor 
or farm representatives, however, but 
as members of the public. v 



Ten Norwegian Fellers Bane in Congress 




TEN Norwegian fellers bane In con- 
gress. They are all Republicans 
and are all from the Middle West The 
Nestor Is Senator Knute Nelson of 
Minnesota, born at Yoss, near Bergen, 
In 1848.

Representative Charles A. Chrls- 
topherson of South Dakota was born 
in Minnesota In 1871. He Is a lawyer 
and educator and member of several 
fraternal organizations. He was 
speaker of the state legislature. This 
Is his second term.. 

John M. Nelson of Wisconsin was 
born in that state in 1870; he is a 
lawyer and educator and has served 
In the house since 1007. 

Halvor Steenerson of Minnesota was 
born in Wisconsin In 1852. He Is u 
lawyer and Is interested in farming; 
this Is his tenth term in the house. His 
people came from Tclemarken. 

M. A. Mlchaelson represents the 
seventh' Chicago district. He was 
born in Krlstlansand In 1875 and be- 
gan Ills Chicago career teaching 
school. 

Finally there Is Andrew J. Volstead 
of Minnesota. He was born In that 
state In 1800. He Is a lawyer and edu- 
cator. He has been In the house since 
1003. His people come from Teleumr- 
ken. s

New York. — An Interesting picture 
of conditions In Austria Is given In the 
following, article written for the New 
York Herald by W. John Lenglet, u 
French Journalist attached to the 
Japanese military mission In Vienna: 
After having been a year In Austria 
I have conic to the conclusion that the 
country specializes In the art of beg- 
ging and Insulting. These two faults 
combined* have been brought to such 
a height that the people have lost 
every sense of dignity and their whole 
character. 

This Is specially clear to the for- 
eigner who stays a good deal In Vienna. 
The foreigner who merely ^passes 
through brings nothing back but a 
remembrance of more or less gay eve- 
nings and of fantustle figures of worth- 
less currency; but he who hus to live 
there und take part In the everyday 
life of Vienna, especially If he take 
the trouble to look deeply Into the 
heart of things, Is^ertaluly convinced 
that side by side with a certain misery 
In the lower middle classes and priva- 
tions among the upper classes, there 
exists among the new rich— "schleb- 
ers" — nn Indifference to all the Inter- 
eats of Austriu which Is hardly believ- 
able. 

The "schleber" may be the middle 
man of business transactions, or even 
the business man quite simply. The 
"schleber" Is also' the "bucket shop 
keeper," who speculates Illegally In 
exchange, who leuds the 'frelhandel 
(free commerce), and It Is he who 
piles u)» bundles of bank notes, a 
single one of which he will not spend 
unless It bring him the equivalent In 
pleasures or goods. The Interest of his 
country? He laughs at It as at a 
splendid joke — the starving children 
cnu be looked after by foreigners. He 
can eat white bread and he does so 
without scruple. He can drink cham- 
pagne at 3,000 crowns- a bottle. Ho 
provides his wife with mugnlflcent furs 
and precious Jewels. He knows no 
duty but, that of spending the money, 
which he has gained by exploiting his 
countryinou In plensures nnd luxuries. 

He Is the unmoral being who has 
sprung from the Austrian soil since 
misery spread over the land. 

The Valute Ail Important. 

When the little bourgeois or shop- 
keeper smells' the foreigner, he Imme- 
diately sizes up his "Valute." You oro 
treated In nccordnnce with the value 
of your national currency and the shop- 
man r/les to convince you that If he 
charges you three times ns muvh as 
Austrlans are charged he Is -till 
rendering you a great service: "Was 
macht das ilenn In Ihrc Valute?" 
(What does It matter compared to 
the value of your money?) This be- 
comes as familiar as the greeting you 
got when you go Into a shop. If you 
are good natured . you will sl»:iply 
accept this as part of the business. 

Worse things exist, for the Austrian 
has brought the art of begging. to such 
a pitch that he has made the whole 
world believe In him, and the whole 
world— Engluncl and the United States 
at the head— allows Itself to he fooled I 

Committees have been formed— Aus- 
tria has been helped on every side — 
her children have been sent to every 
country to be nourished and cared for; 
and when they come back from these 
countries, dressed In now clothes nnd 
Improved morally mid physically, their 
parents say: After all, li Is not much 
. . . you see, the clothes are not 
chic; the stuff Is not of the best quality, 
and the food, well, they do not trouble 
much about food over there." 

However, when one of their chil- 
dren comes back, they do their best to 
send another over to the same condi- 
tions » . . thnt means another 
less to bother about 1 

The man who lives In Vienna and 
rouds advertisements In the English 
papers about starving Vienna cannot 



help pitying the naivete of the peo- 
ple In England und other countries 
who send money for the children who 
are supposed to be dying In the 
streets. These udvertlsements are 
only n speculation on the good faith 
of the public; and the public who 
subscribe are robbed twice, over; first 
of their confidence; secondly, of their 
money. 

I do not suggest, thnt the commit- 
tees who Insert these advertisements 
tire not nctlng in tfood faith, but that 
they are themselves victims to the 
exploitations of .the Austrlans and 
Journalists In Austrlun pny, who are 
determined to get ns much sympathy 
for Austria and us much money us 
possible out of the foreigner. 

At one time the Austrlnn was In 
need of material help. . This help was 
given him so generously that- he ex- 
pects It to go on forever. 

Mulcted by Drivers. 

Whnt do some guilders, francs, dol- 
lars or pounds mutter to the foreign- 
er? "Na, Ja, aber mit thren Valu- 
ten !" (Well, with' the vulue of their 
money) . . . und as the vulue of 
outside money Is better than Austrian 
currency, why should not the for- 
eigner help Austria? At leust that Is 
how the Austrian reasons. He never 
asks himself who created this situ- 
ation In his land. 

In all classes you meet the same 
phenomenon. For lnstnnce, if you 
take a taxi, when you arrive at your 
door the driver asks you smilingly 
for twice the amouut you ought to 
pay. If you protest, he says "But, 
sir, what does It matter with the val- 
ue of your money?" So far he Is 
very polite; but If you maintain your 
refnsul, and you only pay the amount 
registered on the taximeter, with a 
certain tip— let us say 10 per cent — 
showers of abuse follow you Into 
your house. 

At a restaurant the head waiter Is 
very cringing when you give your 
orders. At the cud of the meal, how- 
ever, when you ask for your bill, ho 



Dutch and Scandinavians have earned 
a lot of money. The South Ameri- 
cans are rich. And all this shows that 
they should come to the help of Aus- 
tria. The Austrluns think that only 
fair. They do not expect otherwise. 

With the allies, especially those of 
the entente, It Is quite another mat- 
ter. The entente had dared to refuse 
the credits requested? What a pity 
Its prisoners were not allowed to 
starve during the wnrl The entente 
does not want us to Join Germany? 
Well, we shall do so without its ^per- 
mission. The time will come when wo 
will ally with Germany to fight the 
entente. 

That is the reasoning of the Ger- 
man-Austrian, who the pre-war Ger- 
ninn declared was Just good enough 
to black the boots of the German 
army. 

I have experienced moments during 
which the Austrlnn absence of char- 
acter hus been made clearly obvious. 

I returned in the company of my 
wife nnd one o'f her friends one eve- 
ning from Bnden, a little mountain- 
ous place, where one goes for week 
ends. As my companions were Eng- 
lish we talked English. The trnmcnr, 
capable of carrying about forty pas- 
sengers, ^ presently filled up. Once on 
the way ii man standing up, a typical 
German, started a propaganda against 
foreigners, and pointing to us desig- 
nated us as • English or Americans. 
He mixed himself up In our eonver- 
sntiori. He Insulted us offensively to 
German. 

The ^hole compartment, consisting 
of nR r.irts and conditions of trav- 
elers, 8f ; pported this man. Vulgar 
coarseness succeeded to the Insults 
and jokes. Everything and all wera 
passed In review, the allied govern- 
ments nnd their chiefs, even Presi- 
dent Wilson, wns not forgotten. In 
fact, he wns spoken of most of all 
because these people took me for an 
American. Then they went on to 
more personal matters — ourselves, our 
clothes, everything was analyzed and 
ridiculed. The most revolting things 
were said by the best-dressed men, 
and women Joined In with degraded 
delight. The tram conductor laughed. 
I pretended not to understand. The 
only thing to do with these brutes. 
I even heard somebody make a sug» 
gestlon to throw us out of the train 
at the next stopping plnce.

I must except the large restaurants, 
the stulTs of which have been em- 
ployed before the war in other coun- 
tries. These ure satisfied with 10 per 
cent on the bill. However, one can- 
not go continually to the big restau- 
rants with the present Jiigh prices. 

Yon are treated In the same way 
by the shopkeeper and other people 
who hrive put themselves Into public 
service. The method Is only varied 
according to the education they pos- 
sess. In short, the foreigner lu Aus- 
tria must allow himself to be bled 
from every vein if he wishes to live 
in peace. 

Since the note of the French gov- 
ernment, In the name of all the allied 
governments, threatening to withdraw 
all help from Austria In the event 
of her uniting with Germany, the 
hatred felt by the rescued for their 
rescuers rises to the surface. Every 
conversation between an Austrian and 
a foreigner Is full of underlying bit- 
terness. The conversations which 
the Austrlans hold, among themselves 
in public places, regardless of the 
strangers within their midst, are full 
of unimaginable Insults. Their hatred 
does not extend only to the allies, but 
there even exists resentment against 



their beneficiaries, the neutrals. ' The gamo.gocs on. 



more sickly-looking children In Vienna 
.than In any other lurge town. ,If 
help were given to the children of the 
poor, of the unemployed, of the de- 
mobilized soldiers without means of 
subsistence In England, America and 
France such charity would bo put to 
a far better, use. * 

Waste of Coal and Light 

In order to save coal, France and 
England ordered the dancing salooni 
and theaters to be closed earlier In the 
evening. Austria did nothing of the 
kind. .Everything was Illuminated a 
la glorno till midnight. It did not 
matter If her subjects paid 8 kronen 
a kilogram for coal and her factories 
were obliged to stop work for lock of 
coal. 

While In most lands one does one'i 
best to produce, the. slightest Incident 
hero creates a strike. People take 
the most futile pretext to have an ex- 
tra day of rest— and all the same they 
have the courage to complain! 

Nobody deprives himself of plea* 
ure. One Is prepared to do without 
anything except enjoyment. It is not 
true that tlio people who go out in 
the evenings are nil foreigners. List* 
en to the languages spoken In tht 
dancing saloons nnd cafes. .Viennese 
German and pure German predomt* 
note. Look at the lines outside the 
theaters where German plays ore be- 
ing produced. Austrlans' certainly 
form the majority of the frequenters. 
Look also at the rows of taxis around 
the football Held on Sundays, when 
two locnl clubs meet. I have seen 
more than COO of them. It Is not the 
foreigner who pays 2,000 kronen or 
more to drive to the place where the

ARE CAUGHT IN TRAP 




TIE fnrm school, nt Sezze, 
with others like It, is help- 
ing to solve one of Italy's 
problems. Labor shortage, 
a perennial problem of the 
American farmer, Is being 
solved for the future In 
Itnly by the organization 
In that country of schools 
where farming Is ns much 
a part of the curriculum ns reading 
and arithmetic. It Is carrying forward 
the bcliool gnrden army Idea, now so 
popular In America, not only to meet 
a severe shortage, but also to set up 
n harrier against Its recurrence In the 
fulura. 

The school children of America are 
greatly Interested In the success of 
these Italian agricultural schools, for I 
they are aiding In the maintenance of 
more than 800 children In such schools 
and urphnnages through the agency 
of the Junior department of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross. 

The farm school nt Sezze Is 'typical 
of those Italian Institutions. Here 100 
children from the .streets of Home, 
war orphans and children who lost 
their parents In the Influenza epidemic 
thnt swept Italy the year following 
the World war, are being taught agri- 
culture and given the rudiments of nn 
education while being well cared for 
and restored to health In the sunshine 
and open nir.v Their' ages range from 
8 years to lads In thnlr early teens. 

The form school nt Sezze Is unusual 
.because It Is delivering practical farm 
'results In spite of the youth of the 
pupils. These youngsters are manag- 
ing wheat fields, truck gardens nnd 
barnyards In n way which brings In 
n fnlr profit nnd goes far toward feed- 
ing the community In which they are 
placed. The foct that these hlldrcn 
nre responsible for the economic re- 
birth of the town Is generally nppre- 
clated In the neighborhood, and the 
school Is regarded ns the business cen- 
ter of the village. 

In addition to farm and school work, 
the hoys are reconstructing the school 
building, nn nuclcnt monnstery which 
Is rapidly being turned Into a modern 
structure with flrst-rntc equipment. A 
now wing Is welJ under way nnd 
American shower baths nre being In- 
stalled. The school Is not rich enough 
to hire any outside labor, even If such 
labor could be procured. So the chil- 
dren of the orphanage are taking the 
place of the bricklayers and plasterers. 
In a real sense, this school Is a co- 
operative experiment, because each 
boy Is given a personal responsibility 
In the farming nnd a personal share 
In the results. 

These Italian children have n great 
affection for their friends of the Amer- 
ican Junior Red Cross. A few months 
ago n dollar bill arrived nt the school 
anonymously In nn envelope which 
hnd come from the United States, evi- 
dently sent by some one who hnd 
heard nbout the school. It wns de- 
cided thnt the gift was too precious 
to change Into lire for ordinary use. 
It was therefore framed and pin cod 
In the dining room. It may be taken 
from Its frame when n special or press- 
ing need nrrlves. Meanwhile, the 
anonymous dollar hangs there as a 
symbol of the good will which makes 
American children the big brothers -and 
big sisters of those young farmers' of 
Itnly. 

Petrlno nnd Bob have never seen 
each other, but they orn regular 
friends just the same. Petrlno Petnic- 
clo received n postcard . from Bob 
Smith. Green Mountain, United States 
of America. Since then they corre- 
spond frequently. Petrlno has named 
his gnrden plot "Green Mountnln Ave- 
nue" and has put up a sign to prove It. 
One of the pictures shows the boys 
of the Sezze fnrm school gathered In 
the historic courtyard of the building, 
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which was formerly u Dominican mon- 
nstery. Umberto, youngest boy in the 
school, Is five years old. He Is sitting 
on the antique well which Is more 
than 500^'ears old, based on a Roman 
foundation which goes buck to the 
days of the emperor* 

Another shows a pig about to get 
a bath. Piccolo, a son of old "Mnyol- 
ly," has prejudice against wnter, but 
the rules of cleanliness must be ob- 
served, and he Is about to have a good 
scrub In spite of himself. . 



Following nre leaves from the note- 
book of Miss Noyes, director of Amer- 
ican Red Cross nursing service, pub- 
lished In the Red Cross Bulletin. They 
give n hint of activities among the 
children, as seen from Durazzo to 
Podgorltza : 

Leaving Durazzo on Sunday after- 
noon, by car, we arrived In Tirana In 
the lnt£ afternoon. Here ngnln we 
found a personnel house, with Miss 
McClnnn as hostess. This station 
seemed to embrace the headquarters 
for the financial agent, Mr. Crawley, 
the director of Junior Red Cross, nnd 
the trnnsporntlon nnd supply ofllces. 
To Tirana, the present capltnl of Al- 
hanln, various experts In government 
hnd been brought to advise the ruling 
group which had been established. It 
wns Interesting to meet several Amer- 
icans, Including Mr. Dako, from Bos- 
ton, nnd his slstcr-ln-lnw, Miss Knrles, 
a graduate of Oberlln college, Ohio, 
who had been sent by the Junior Red 
Cross to assist In the organisation of 
a technlcnl school. Dr. Reynolds was 
also stationed at this point, acting In 
nn advisory capacity to the work 
throughout Albania. 

There were three separate cottages, i 
one for the olllce nnd men personnel, 
the others for women. The schools 
had been well developed, under the 
auspices of the Junior Red Cross, nnd 
Miss McQunlde, nn American Red 
Cross nurse, wns doing the snmc type 
of work for the school children nnd 
the refugees as that which was being 
done In Durnzzo. The same situation, 
as to lack of facilities for the children 
and refugees prevailed here. The 
housing was In stables, buildings that 
had been partially destroyed by fire, 
and the like. Soup distribution wns 
taking place from n tent; the Al- 
bniflnns had provided for the cooking 
hnd the help, while the Red Cross 
supervised the distribution and pro- 
vided the food. There wns n morning 
ration of cocon and an afternoon ra- 
tion of, hot soup which contnlned 
ment, beans nnd lentils. I shall never 
forget the puthetlc line of children 
and adults— ragged, forlorn and de- 
pressed, for whom there seemed, as 
one watched them, absolutely no hope. 
From Tlrnnu we went to Scutari. 
Here, nlso, we found a comfortable 
Red Cross personnel house with three 
Red Cross workers — Miss Cleveland, 
who Is developing u school for the 
Junior Red Cross; Miss Alexander, 
who Is uctlng us an nccountMit, nnd 



Miss Hall, a nurse. They were doing 
the same type of work as thnt which 
was done in the other stations, except 
that the group of children taken Into 
the school were refugees. 

After being cleaned up, clothed nnd 
physically Improved, the children were 
transferred to the native schools, re- 
turning dully for food. They were 
being taught English, rending and 
writing by native Albanian teachers, 
sewing nnd some manual work. A dis- 
pensary wns well developed, connect- 
ing with shower baths with -an 'ample 
| supply of hot wnter. From eighty to 
one hundred children visited the dis- 
pensary every day, the nurse follow- 
ing the. children back to their make- 
shift homes. The midday meal for 
the children consisted of bread, soup 
and onions, and nt four o'clock cocoa 
and sometimes milk. The children 
were weighed at regular Intervals and 
they were being taught how to play. 

At Podgorltza we found the Red 
Cross activity somewhat different from 
thnt nt the stations previously visited 
in Albnnln. Here there were orphan- 
ages, with schools attached. Pod- 
gorltza Is the largest city in Monte* 
negro nnd Is depresslngly shabby, with 
nn . accentuated Mohammedan atmos- 
phere. Miss Benedict, a representa- 
tive of the Junior Red Cross, wns in 
charge '-of the Junior work at this 
point, and, like Miss -Cleveland and 
Miss Metcnlf, most enthusiastic. The 
little orphnnngo at Podgorltza, where 
one hundred orphans of tender age 
.were living, was directed by Miss Rob- 
lnBon, assisted by Jean Frnser, both 
Red Cross nurses. In connection with 
the orphnnage was a delightful little 
dispensary; on nil sides one wns Im- 
pressed by the cleanliness nnd order. 
The little children were being taught 
kindergarten work, such- ns pnper- 
cuttlng, knitting, sewing, gardening, 
laundry work, etc. 

Somewhat different wns the orphnn- 
age at Dunilovgrnd, where the larger 
boys, 150 In number, were taken. "We 
found Miss Peters, nn American Red 
Cross nurse, in charge of the Infir- 
mrtry. The building was formerly nn 
insane hospital, remodeled by the 
Junior Red Cross. The roof nnd mnny 
other parts of the building leaked nnd 
after three weeks of rnln n generally 
damp and sodden condition resulted. 
The school building wns new nnd there 
were two or three native teachers. 
Plans were being made to tench the 
boys trndes. 

At Tlrnnn, Scutari nnd Podgorltzn 
hospitals have been developed under 
the auspices of the American Red 
Cross commission. We made a special 
point of visiting each one of these 
a|»d were delighted to find thnt the 
work hnd been cnrrled on In n fnlrly 
commendable manner. The native 
women nt TIrann, trained by our 
Amerlcnn Red Cross nurses, were do- 
ing the best they could with' the nurs- 
ing. At Scutari, Austrian Sisters had 
been secured for the work, nnd at 
Podgorltza, natives and Aurftrinns. 
They all were proud of the equipment, 
linen, Instruments, sterilizing outfit, 
dressing covers, etc., which hnd been 
Instnlled by the Amerlcnn Red Cross. 
The hospital nt Podgorltzn, which 
hnd been established In the pnlnce of 
Prince Mlrko, hnd not been mnlntnlned 
nt quite the same degree of efficiency 
ns those nt the other two places, al- 
though the building was more adapt- 
able. 

The conclusion that one- draws after 
visiting these stations, where the Red 
Cross has formerly' operated, Is the 
lmportnnce of developing strong locnl 
committees nnd a group of local work- 
ers. One of the best Illustrations of 
this type of work Is the child welfaro 
work at Athens.

— Pursued to an is- 
land In the middle of the North Platte 
river, with armed posses waiting on 
either bank of the stream, Abraham 
Saulslto ' and Felipe Blanco, waated 
here for the murder of Joe Cordova, 
were drivea from their hiding place 
by on undcrsherlff, who swam the 
river with a six-shooter, and were 
captured after a battle. 
. The two men were brought back 
here to face the charge of murder. 
They ure alleged to have shot Cor- 
dova, to death during an altercation, 
i, Following their flight from here 
the pair were traced to Bridgeport, 
Neb., Iy a posse under Sheriff Dun- 
con of. Cheyenne. Another posse, 
bended by Sheriff George Carroll of 
Bridgeport, was formed there and the 
men were trailed to the bunk of the 
North Platte river. 

Pursued Men in Trap. 
The two posses approached the men 
from opposite directions, the Chey- 
enne . pnrty coming up on the south 
side of the river und the Bridgeport 
posse on the north. 

Perceiving the trap, the two men 
plunged into the stream and swam to 
a wooded Island In the center of the 
river, which is several hundred yards 
across at that point. 
. "When the two posses arrived op- 
posite the Island, one on cither side 
of the river, their quarry wns safely 
hidden In the undergrowth of the 
Island. 

Deputy Sheriff Glenn B. Schultz 
then volunteered to swim to the Is- 
land nnd drive the men from their co- 
vert. Stripping off nil hjs clothing, 
nnd carrying only a six-shooter revolv- 
er which he was forced "to carry In 
his teeth, he swam across the stream. 
Battle Follows. 
Reaching the bank of the Islnnd, he 
rnn Into tl\e undergrowth nnd wns 
lost to the sight of the two parties.
